1’.  Napoleon  Breton. 

IIE  subject  of  this  sketch  having  been 
born  in  Montreal  on  the  tenth  of  June 
1858,  is  now  in  his  thirty  fifth  year. 
His  father,  Franooise  Breton,  is  still 
living,  but  his  mother  died  when  Na- 
poleon was  still  young.  After  a thor- 
ough education  received  at  the  insti- 
tutions taught  by  the  Christian  Broth- 
ers, he  commenced  to  provide  for 
himself.  This  was  at  the  early  age  of  thirteen.  Young  Na- 
poleon’s first  employer  was  a money  changer,  one  of  the  most 
extensive  in  the  city.  At  that  time  there  was  a large  business 
done  in  Montreal  in  ex  changing  greenbacks;  and  Mr.  Breton 
well  remembers  the  discount  to  have  been  as  high  as  twenty 
per  cent.  Having  had  to  handle  foreign  meney  in  great  vari- 
ety he  acquired  a general  knowledge  of  coins,  besides  imbi- 
bing numismatic  impressions  that  have  born  results  these  la- 
ter years.  After  serving  a term  of  four  years  with  this  em- 
ployer he  accepted  his  second  engagement  with  a large  book 
and  stationery  firm,  with  whom  he  remained  for  a period  of 
twelve  years,  or  until  1887.  At  the  age  of  21  Mr.  Breton 
married  Miss  M.  L.  I.afrieain  by  whom  he  is  the  happy  fath- 
er of  eight  children;  on  some  of  whom  the  fathers  mantle 
will  no  doubt  fall  and  produce  numismatists  of  the  first  or- 
der. On  his  leaving  the  stationery  firm,  Mr.  Breton  set  upm 
business  for  himself  in  the  stationery  and  fancy  goods  line, 
at  1604  St-Oatherine  Street.  Later  this  was  supplemented 
with  the  coin  trade. 

Mr.  Breton’s  numismatic  tastes  first  began  to  develope 
jn  1880,  and  he  entered  into  this  new  source  of  pleasure  with 
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such  zeal,  that  in  a comparatively  short  time,  he  had  collec- 
ted and  arranged  a tolerably  complete  collection  of  Canadian 
coins.  This  collection  he  afterwards  sold  for  a very  high 
price  for  the  time.  After  he  had  regularly  entered  upon  the 
coin  business  he  found  that  it  could  not  be  advantageously 
carried  on  in  Canada  without  a cheap  and  handy  manual  of 
Canadian  coins.  This  desideratum  he  determined  to  supply 
notwithstanding  prophecies  of  failure  on  the  part  of  numis- 
matists and  friends.  So,  after  a thorough  study  of  the  subject 
he  issued  his  Illustrated  Canadian  Coin  Collector,  to  be  sold 
at  the  marvellously  low  price  of  fifty  cents ; and  so  popular 
did  this  work  become  that  within  two  years  from  its  first  is- 
sue in  October  1890,  over  four  thousand  copies  were  sold. 
This  is  probably  the  largest  sale  of  any  numismatic  work  on 
the  continent.  A supplement  was  issued  in  June  1892  giving 
illustrations  of  a number  of  new  issues  and  omissions.  This 
work  has  been  sc  highly  appreciated  by  collectors  of  Cana- 
dian coins  and  has  had  such  an  effect  in  stimulating  research 
and  study  in  these*  lines,  that  there  are  ten  collectors  now 
wins  re  there  was  one  before,  and  prices  have  advanced  away 
beyond  all  former  quotations.  By  the  year  189 1 Mr.  Breton 
had  got  together  his  second  collection,  which  was  so  far  in 
advance  of  the  first,  that  with  perhaps  only  a single  excep- 
tion, it  was  richer  in  Canadians  than  any  collection  in  Mon- 
treal, if  notin  Canada.  This  collection  was  sold  to  the  Que- 
bec provincial  Government  to  found  a Numismatic  Museum 
in  the  Department  of  Education  at  Quebec.  For  this  he  re- 
alized the  magnificent  sum  of  four  thousand  dollars,  and  yet, 
notwithstanding  adverse  comments,  the  price  was  not  extrav- 
agant when  calculated  at  the  prices  Canadian  coins  sell  sin- 
gly. The  discussion  that  followed  this  sale  brought  Mr.  Bre- 
ton’s name  prominently  before  the  public,  so  that  to-day  he 
is  probably  the  best  known  of  the  Canadian  numismatists 
and  his  gentlemanly  bearing  and  courteous  treatment  of  his 
customers  has  made  him  friends  from  Prince  Edward  Island 
to  British  Columbia. 
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No  collection  of  coins  ever  offered  him  has  been  too 
large  for  him  to  handle  at  private  sale,  lie  has  never  found 
it  necessary  to  resort  to  public  auction  to  dispose  of  a sur- 
plus stock.  Among  the  many  large  collections  he  has  hand- 
led may  be  mentioned  the  following:  L.  R.  Baridon’s  800. 
Sargent  Niquette’s  2,300.  A.  Desroches  3,500  and  J.  Lab- 
recque’s  1 1,000,  mainly  Canadians  except  the  last.  These  pur- 
chases he  so  judiciously  handled  and  distributed,  that  the 
prices  of  Canadian  coins  have  been  greatly  enhanced  so  that 
varieties  that  five  or  six  years  ago  sold  from  four  to  live  dol- 
lars,  now  sell  from  fifteen  to  twenty. 

A Numismatic  society  is  now  in  course  of  being  organi- 
zed through  Mr  Breton’s  efforts  which,  if  properly  conducted 
will  undoubtedly  prove  highly  beneficial  to  collectors  m gen- 
eral. 

Mr.  Breton  is  always  pleased  to  meet  collectors  from  a 
distance,  who  rnav  be  visiting  Montreal,  and  we  can  assure 
any  of  our  readers  who  call  at  his  warehouse,  that  they  will 
meet  a courteous  gentleman,  be  warmly  received,  and  come 
away  with  a better  knowledge  of  Canadian  coins  and  how  a 
properly  conducted  coin  business  is  managed.

Gustav  us  Steinberg,  a Swedish  coin  dealer,  recently  re- 
ceived through  the  Custom  House,  a collection  of  exceedingly 
unique  coins,  which  it  is  proposed  to  exhibit  at  the  World’s 
Fair.  The  coins  came  from  Sweden,  where  they  circulated 
in  the  sixteenth  century.  They  bear  more  resemblance  to 
pieces  of  boiler  iron  alter  an  explosion  than  to  money. 

The  coins  are  great  flat  pieces  of  copper,  cut  into  very 
poor  squares.  The  smallest  coin  is  four  inches  square,  and 
worth  thirty  cents,  and  the  largest  over  a foot  square,  and 
with  a face  value  of  over  four  dollars.  Each  slab  of  copper 
is  stamped  in  several  places  with  an  inscription  givingitsdate 
of  issue  and  its  denomination.  The  largest  weighed  over  four 
pounds 
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These1  enormous  and  cumbersome  coins  were  the  result 
of  an  absurd  craze  which  prevailed  . everal  hundred  years  ago 
regarding  the  exclusive  use  of  copper  for  money.  It  carried 
the  coinage  of  copper  to  absurd  lengths,  and  the  people  dis- 
carded its  use.  In  those  days  of  coppe  • coinage  wealthy  la- 
dies were  compelled  to  hire  an  attendant  to  accompany  them 
to  carry  a basket  full  of  the  coppers  while  shopping.

Among  the  oldest,  as  v.All  as  the  most  beautiful  types  of 
ancient  coins  must  be  place  l those  of  Syracuse  in  Sicily. 

Syracuse  was  settled  in  about  757  B.  (J.  by  colonists 
from  Corinth,  and  rapidly  rose  to  wealth  and  power.  Here 
dwelt  and  was  buried  Archimedes,  and  other  famous  names 
have  come  down  to  us  associated  with  Syracusan  history. 

In  her  earlier  years,  Carthage  to  the  south,  was  her 
greatest  rival.  Later,  in  212  B.  C.,  Rome  after  a two  years 
seige  captured  the  city,  ami  it  became  a Roman  province. 

The  coins  of  Syracuse  are  very  numerous,  over  200  va- 
rieties of  gold,  silver  and  copper,  mostly  in  a good  state  of 
preservation  having  been  found.  The  largest  silver  coin 
is  in  weight  OGb-d-  grains.  Two  of  the  earliest  types  are  here 
illustrated.

The  origin  of  the  word  sterling,  as  applied  to  English 
money  is  a singular  bit  of  linguistic  historv.  Esterling  in  old 
English,  meant  a man  from  the  East,  or  from  the  continent, 
of  Europe.  During  the  reign  of  Henry  III  of  England,  the 
coin  current  became  so  debased  that  it  passed  for  a tithe  of  its 
nominal  value,  and  the  necessity  for  improvement  became 
apparent.  There  were  no  refiners  in  the  realm  who  could 
separate  the  preciou:-  metal  to  the  extent  of  purifying  the 
latter  and  rendering  it  fit  for  coinage  purposes,  so  a number 
of  Esterlings  were  brought  from  Germany  to  do  the  work. 
The  coins  they  sent  from  the  royal  mint  were  so  much  su- 
perior to  those  in  common  use  that  they  were  known  as  the 
Esterling  money  and  by  popular  corruption  soon  became 
‘‘sterling.”

n the  Fikst  day  of  July  1867,  at  Peterborough 
Ontario,  the  subject  of  this  sketch  first  saw  the 
lights  and  shadows  of  this  mundane  sphere  From 
that  time  have  all  loval  Canadians  celebrated  that  day  as 
Dominion  day.  He  cut.  his  teeth  on  an  old  English  copper, 
and  though  the  chemical  action  of  the  salivary  secretion  on 
the  copper,  patinated  his  feeble  digestive  r.pprratus  nearly 
resulting  in  cholera  infantum , his  patriotic  spirit  could  not 
be  swerved  therefrom  ; and  when  his  anxious  parents  tried  to 
substitute  an  United  States  nickel  cent  thesefor,  lie  shewed 
his  contempt  by  swallowing  the  same.  And  herein  lieth  his 
claim  to  being  the  youngest  to  begin  the  collecting  of  coins. 
And  while  he  still  retains  enthusiastic  allegiance  to  the  crown, 
when  he  thinks  that  possibly  he  may  b * harboring  an  1856 
cent  in  some  vital  part  of  his  anatomy,  does  his  heart  warm 
up  for  the  United  States. 

From  the  above  it  is  then  no  wonder,  that  as  he  grew 
in  age  and  wisdom,  he  evoluted  in  his  collecting  tendencies, 
from  buttons,  postmarks,  birds  eggs,  false  teeth,  minerals, 
fossils,  stamps,  etc,  up  to  coins ; and  here  he  rests,  satisfied 
that  this  is  the  Alpha  and  Omega,  the  ultima  tliule  of  col- 
lecting. 

Mr.  Hall’s  collection  of  coins  numbers  between  nine 
and  ten  thousand  pieces  from  every  portion  of  the  world, 
but  he  intends,  hereafter,  to  give  attention  only  to  the  coins 
medals  and  tokens  of  Canada.  As  our  readers  have  been  pre- 
viously informed,  he  has  some  of  the  rarest  of  the  Canadian 
series  in  his  cabinet. 

When  the  American  Numismatic  Association  was  first 
broached  he  gave  his  aid  and  influence  to  the  project  and  be- 
came No.  18  in  the  list  of  Charter  Members.  He  has  served

as  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee  and  is  now  serving 
his  second  term  on  the  Board  of  Trustees.

N Mr.  Bru din’s  admirable  brochure  on  the  coins  of 
] Wang  Mang,  he  gives  on  the  last  page*  a knife  cash 
of  peculiar  shape  and  lettering,  whose  dale  he  is  unable 
to  determine,  and  which  he  assigns  therefore  to  the  compara- 
tively recent  period  of  Wang  Mang,  A.  D.  9.  In  this  he  is 
undoubtedly  in  error.  I had  never  seen  the  coin  previous  to  re- 
ceiving his  article,  nor  had  I noticed  it  in  any  of  the  Chinese 
works  on  numismatics,  To  day,  however,  I had  brought  me 
several  specimens  of  what  I have  no  doubt  is  this  very  coin. 
They  were  the  only  ones  of  their  kind  amid  a great  number 
of  knife  cash  of  the  Chao  State  (800-400  ? B.  C.,)  recently 
dug  up  and  brought  me  for  examination.  The  latter  were  in 
very  bad  condition,  corroded  to  rottenness  in  many  cases 
and  offering  few  now  varieties  to  my  collection.  Among  them 
however,  there  were  several  pieces,  corresponding  in  size  and 
shape,  almost  to  a hair’s  breadth  to  the  drawing  in  Mr.  Bru- 
dins  article  ; the  characters  on  one  or  two  were  evidently  the 
same  and  had  the  same  curious  gilt  appearance  to  which  he 
refers.  I have  seen  no  other  knife  cash  in  any  degree  resem- 
bling them  in  this  respect.  Both  engravings  and  description, 
of  these  pieces  are  found  in  the  supplement  to  the  KUCHUAN 
liui,  Volume  18  of  the  complete  work.  They  are  there  given 
as  the  kan  tan,  the  character  tan  differing  hut  slightly 
from  the  jih  suggested  by  Mr.  Brndin;  they  are  assigned  to 
the  period  of  the  “several  kingdoms,”  say  500  B.  C.  Another 
coin  of  the  same  shape  but  slightly  different  characters  is  the 
1\>  Ch’eng,  described  in  the  Chinese  works  in  my  possession. 

Two  things  regarding  it  are  obvious.  First,  that  it  was 
rare  when  the  knife  cash  of  the  Chao  state  were  common, 
and  secondly,  that  it  must  have  belonged  to  a period  consid-

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erable  anterior  to  that  of  the  coins  with  which  it  is  now  oc- 
casionally found,  i.  e.,  previous  to  500  1>.  C. 

1 am  now  living  in  the  city,  which  2300  years  ago,  was 
the  center  of  the  Chao  state,  and  have  thus  unusual  opportu- 
nities of  seeing  whatever  is  in  existence  of  the  coins  of  their 
period.  One  thing  is  to  be  borne  in  mind  in  the  purchase  of 
all  knife  cash;  it  is  idle  to  inquire  whether  the  inscription 
tallies  exactly  with  that  given  in  the  cuts  of  any  coin  cata- 
logue, however  good,  the  variations  are  apparently  endless, 
and  no  book  pretends  to  give  mere  than  a few  hundred  at 
the  outside.  - Hen:iy  Kingman.

Washingmon,  D.  C.,  Jan.  19. — The  National  Museum  is 
preparing  for  the  World’s  Fair  a i exhibit  of  its  collection  of 
coins  and  other  metal  money,  which,  though  among  the 
most  remarkable  in  the  world,  have  not  hitherto  been  shown 
to  the  public.  They  include  ever  so  many  quaint  and  curi- 
ous specimens,  both  ancient  and  modern,  representing  the 
development  of  this  medium  of  exchange  incidental  to  the 
progress  of  mankind. 

Among  the  oddities  in  coinage,  possessed  by  the  Mu- 
seum, are  pieces  of  the  “knife  money,”  which  was  circulated 
in  China  as  late  as  the  first  century  of  the  Christian  era. 

These  coins,  if  such  they  may  be  called,  are  of  iron(?) 
and  have  somewhat  the  shape  of  razors,  being  about  6 inches 
long,  Their  peculiar  form  was  derived  from  an  ancient  cus- 
tom which  made  knives  a medium  of  barter.  They  were 
worth  eight  cents.  In  the  year  15  A.  D.,  the  reigning  Em- 
peror, who  had  a pretty  taste  for  financiering, ordered  many 
of  them  to  he  gilded,  fixing  an  arbitrary  value  of  80  cents 
apiece  on  those  treated  in  this  way.  Unfortunately  the  gild- 
ing in  most  cases  soon  wore  off,  which  circumstance  inspi- 
red widespread  dissatisfaction  with  the  improved  currency, 
and  on  this  account  it  was  abandoned.

Sylvester  McCoy  of  Washington  D.  C., 
was  re-elected  a Corresponding  Member,  Attention  was  cal- 
led to  the  fact  tli  it  J.  Sanford  Saltus  has  become  a Life 
Member.  The  Room  Committee  call  attention  to  the  recent 
addition  to  the  Rooms  of  two  glass  top  solid  oak  cases,  each 
eight  feet  long,  with  closets  beneath,  affording  facilities  for 
the  permanent  exhibition  of  coins  and  medals.  These  cabi- 
nets were  the  gift  of  the  following  members  of  the  Society: 
John  M.  Dodd  Jr,  Charles  H.  Wright,  William Poillon,  Her- 
bert Valentine,  Charles  Pryer,  Edward  Groh,  Id.  Russell 
Drowne  and  Bauman  L.  Belden.  To  Mr.  Charles  Id.  Wright 
the  Society  is  also  indebted  for  three  electric  light  fixtures. 
The  Columbian  Exhibit  Committee  reported  that  so  little 
space  had  been  alloted  to  them  at  the  Chicago  Exposition 
that  they  had  decided  to  abandon  the  project,  and  in  place 
recommended  a public  exhibit  in  New  York  at  about  the 
time  of  the  Annual  Meeting.  The  Librarian  reported  addi- 
tions of  27  volumes,  12  pamphlets  and  1 10  catalogues  recei- 
ved since  the  last  meeting.  The  principal  donors  were  Wm, 
S.  Baker,  Daniel  Parish  Jr..  Hon.  L Bradford  Prince,  Dr. 
Joseph  Wiener,  Wm.  R.  Weeks  and  Isaac F.  Wood.  A spec- 
ial donation  of  fifty  handsome  pamphlet  cases  had  also  been 
received  from  Mr.  Benjamin  Betts.  The  Curator  of  Numis- 
matics reported  a munificent  donation  from  Daniel  Parish  Jr. 
President,  of  85  silver,  1 gold,  and  240  copper  Medals-also 
97  silver  and  70  copper  coins ; also  donations  from  L.  Bayard 
Smith,  L.  Zoellner,  The  Gorham  MTg  Co.,  Messrs.  Black, 
Starr  and  Frost  and  others.  A total  of  508  pieces  having  been 
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received.  Special  attention  was  called  to  three  silver  medals 
of  Columbus  from  the  Gorham  M’f’g  Co.,  which  were  the 
ninth,  tenth  and  eleventh  struck  when  the  die  finally  broke 
and  was  destroyed.  The  rarity  of  these  interesting  gifts  was 
greatly  appreciated.

A youth  named  Madison  of  Danbury  found  the  coin,  and  .he 
turned  it  over  to  his  employer,  who  is  guarding  it  carefully.

1 is  not  with  the  idea  of  advancing  any  new  ideas 
] that  this  subject  is  brought  before  the  readers  of 
the  Numismatist,  but  rather  in  answer  to  the 
many  requests  for  information,  do  we  quote  from 
the  following  authorities. 

In  172 L-22  and  17(57  various  copper  coins  were  struck 
in  Paris  France  for  the  use  of  the  Colonies  of  France.  These 
pieces  are  popularly  known  in  the  United  States  of  America 
. as  Louisiana  Cents. 

Dye’s  Coin  Encyclopedia. 

Of  this  coin  (1721-22)  there  are  four  types  and  six  va- 
rieties, three  of  which  were  issued  in  1721  and  one  in  1 722. 
This  coin  was  struck  in  France  under  Louis  XV,  for  the  col- 
ony of  Louisiana  and  was  ordered  to  be  paid  to  the  kings 
troops,  and  also  to  be  a legal  tender  at  the  India  Company’s 
stores.  Though  these  and  other  coins  were  sent  over  in  com- 
paratively large  quantities  for  the  expenses  of  the  colonial 
government,  this  means  of  remittance,  from  thence  to  the 
mother  country — the  agricultural  products  being  limited 
— caused  it  to  be  either  exported  or  hoarded,  nearly  as 
fast  as  received.  The  usual  embarrassments  flowing  from 
such  a state  of  affairs,  were  imposed  upon  the  colonists,  and 
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they  found  themselves  deprived,  in  a great  measure  of  a cir- 
culating medium. 


This  coin  (1707)  was  gotten  up  in  France  by  the  Gov- 
ernment for  a copper  currency,  to  be  circulated  in  its  Louis- 
iana colonies,  where  it  appears  to  have  been  stamped  by  the 
officials  with  the  letters  “R.  F.”  — probably  denoting  royal 
favor — and  for  which  the  poor  colonists  were  constrainedly 
thankful;  having  no  means  of  ameliorating  their  condition 
but  by  apparent  gratitude  for  every  aid  extended  to  them, 
and  prompt  submission  to  the  royal  authority. 

Of  this  coin  there  is  but  one  type;  that  is  composed  of 
good  brass,  and  well  executed.  It  is  a rare  piece,  and  occu- 
pies a prominent  place  among  the  momentoes  of  the  past,  in 
both  France  and  Louisiana. 

Dickeson’s  Numismatic  M anual. 

France  prohablv  struck  the  first  copper  money  which 
obtained  circulation  as  a coin  ou  this  continent.  In  1721  the 
Mint  issued  a small  copper  coin,  apparently  though  not  cer- 
tainly, for  use  in  Louisiana,  having  for  its  obverse  a double 
L,  the  initial  of  the  monarch’s  name  (Louis  XV.),  crowned 
with  the  legend  Sit  Nomen  Domini  Benedictum.  The  same 
legend  is  found  on  a large  portion  of  the  coins  of  this  mon- 
arch. The  reverse  was  simply  the  legend  Colonies  Fran- 
coises 1721,  H.  The  second  issue  of  the  same  coin  was  made 
in  1722,  after  which  it  did  not  appear  again  until  1707,  when 
it  was  enlarged  and  the  metal  changed  in  quality,  so  that  we 
have  a larger  coin  at  that  period,  of  nearly  perfect  brass, 
with  similar  legends,  but  in  much  better  style. 

/' rime’s  Coins,  Medals  and  Seals. 
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In  the  beginning  of  last  century  copper  coins  were 
struck  in  Paris  for  the  use  of  the  French  Colonies  generally. 
As  at  that  time  Louisiana  belonged  to  France,  certain  of 
these  pieces  are  known  among  collectors  as  Louisiana  Cents. 
Of  those  issued  — 1721  and  1722 — the  obverse  presents  two 
L’s  saltire  wise,  surmounted  with  a crown,  with  the  Anjou 
legend,  Sir  Nomen  Domini  Benbdictum,  and  on  the  reverse 
Colonies  Francoises  1722.  Another  issue  was  made  in  17(57. 
These  coins  are  found  with  and  without  a counterstamp.* 

The  Coinages  of  the  World. 


The  first  coins  of  iron  of  which  wo  have  record,  were 
used  m China  over  4000  years  ago.  Lyeurgus  of  Sparta,  about 
825  B,  0.,  banished  gold  and  silver  from  Sparta  and  gave 
them  a eurency  of  iron,  of  which  one  hundred  dollars  was 
said  to  have  been  a load  for  a cart  and  two  oxen.  This  is  said 
to  have  been  done  to  deter  his  people  from  overmuch  tra- 
ding and  undoubtedly  served  the  purpose.  Later,  somewhere 
about  650  B.  C.,  the  Megarians  struck  money  in  iron  and 
Aristotle  writes  that  the  people  of  Clazoniene  used  this  met- 
al in  coinage.  There  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  iron  was 
also  coined  into  money  by  the  early  Romans. 

In  the  Homeric  age  iron  was  much  more  valued  than 
copper  which  was  then  the  most  common  and  useful’ metal* 
When  the  Romans  landed  in  Britain  they  found  the  na- 
tives using  a currency  of  iron  and  brass. 

Iron  money  has  been  used  up  to  a late  period  in  C hina, 
Japan  and  Anuam  but  their  issue  is  now  discontinued.  On 
account  of  the  cheapness  of  the  metal,  and  itseasy  oxidation 
thereby  soon  losing  their  sharpness  of  impression,  the  use  of 
iron  coins  to  dayitout  of  question,  though  it  is  possible  that 
steel  or  iron  with  some  suitable  alloy  might  be  used  in  the 

*This  counterstamp  It.  F.,  is  also  said  to  be  for  “Republique  Fran- 
caise,”  counterstamped  during  the  time  of  the  First  Republic. 
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coining  of  some  of  the  lowest  values. 

Owing  to  the  rapidity  with  which  this  metal  rusts,  no 
ancient  specimens  of  coins  in  iron  have  been  found,  and  in 
the  absence  of  specimens  we  can  only  imagine  the  form  or 
size  of  the  money.  In  all  probability,  however,  they  were  in 
ingots,  spikes,  or  small  bars  such  as  are  in  use  in  trading  with 
the  primitive  people  of  Africa  to  day. 

In  this  connection  it  is  interesting  to  note  the  few  old- 
est  known  pieces  of  wrought  iron,  that  under  especially  fa- 
vorable conditions  have  been  preserved  to  us.

In  your  February  number  you  give  item  to  the  Queen 
Anne  farthing  “fake”  which  with  the  “million  stamp  ” story 
like  Ban  quo’s  ghost  will  not  down,  but  on  the  contrary  still 
returns  periodically  to  haunt  the  guileless  numismatic  tyro. 

Articles  on  these  farthings  have  been  published  in  our 
periodical  literature  from  time  to  time,  the  last  in  the  Nu- 
mismatist in  1890,  notwithstanding  all  this,  this  gray-head- 
ed and  toothless  story  is  again  resurrected,  let  us  hope  for 
the  last  time. 

I low  many  of  these  farthings  were  struck  is  not  known, 
but  this  is  certain,  they  are  full  as  easily  obtained  as  some 
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of  our  earlier  cents,  the  commoner  type  selling  from  $2,0<Dip 
in  gocl  condition;  which  alone  is  sufficient  proof  that  they 
must  have  been  struck  in  quite  respectable  numbers. 

These  farthings  of  Queen  Anne,  with  possibly  one  ex- 
ception, were  struck  as  pattern  pieces,  and  not  for  general 
circulation.  Six  varieties  were  struck,  the  one  with  sunken 
letters  being  much  the  rarest,  bringing  in  fine  condition  as 
much  as  $50.  The  six  varieties  are  all  to  he  seen  in  the  Brit- 
ish Museum.  J.  D.  B. —

They  would 
scarcely  claim  mention  here,  but  that  through  some  unex- 
plained cause  a ridiculous  notion  has  gained  currency,  that 
these  pieces  are  of  immense  value.  Their  real  value  is  from 
10s  to  £ l . if  in  tine  condition.”  This  ought  to  settle  this  old 
chestnut  of  a question  so  often  repeated  and  replied  to.

LT  mu  UGH  similar  pieces  are  known,  it  is  safe  to  sav 
that  only  one  was  ever  struck  on  which  the  husband 
and  his  four  wives  have  Imen  portrayed.  The  medal 
in  question  is  that  of  Philip  II  of  Spain,  well-known  in  his- 
tory. On  the  obverse  of  this  piece  are  the  busts  of  Philip, 
and  his  wives  Isabella,  Maria,  Elizabeth  and  Anna,  arranged 
much  after  the  style  of  the  Three  Brothers  crown  of  Bruns- 
wick, surrounded  by  the  inscription  -P  II  S--  D G-  -R  II ISP. 
On  the  reverse,  a large  ornamental  X with  a coat  of  arms 
between  each  space  and  one  in  the  center,  represent  ing  Spain, 
France,  Portugal,  England  and  Austria;  the  whole  being 
surrounded  by  this  inscription: — Isabella,  44  ; Maria.  54  ; 
Elizabeth,  50;  Anna,  70. 

On  November  loth  1543,  when  10  years  of  age,  Philip 
married  his  cousin  Marie  Isabella,  daughter  of  John  III  of 
Portugal,  amid  great  pomp  and  feasting.  She  died  July  1(5, 
1545.

On  July  25th  1554  lie  married  Maria  Tudor  of  England 
who  was  eleven  years  his  senior.  She  died  November  17th, 
1558. 

In  1500  he  married  Elizabeth  of  Valois,  daughter  of 
Henry  II  of  France.  This  princess  was  the  betrothed  of 
Don  Carlos,  the  son  of  Philip,  and  died  from  sorrow'.  This 
marriage  was  purely  a political  one.  She  died  October  26th, 
1568. 

On  November  12th  1570,  he  was  married  to  Anna  of 
Austria,  the  daughter  of  Maximilian  II,  She  was  born  on  the 
same  day  as  Philip  and  died  October  26th  1580.

Qttuseum  (gnferprtse.,*^ 

One  of  the  largest,  and  probably  the  largest  collec- 
tion of  coins  in  the.  world,  certainly  the  one  that  has 
been  of  the  most  value  to  the  world  in  the  line  of  his- 
torical research,  is  the  numismatic  collections  in  the  British 
Museum.  For  many  years  has  its  agents  in  all  parts  of  the 
world  kept  keen  look  out  for  anything  that  would  add  inter- 
est to  this  grand  accumulation  of  the  centuries.  With  money 
unlimited  behind  it, commanding  the  best  numismatic  talent, 
and  a board  of  trustees  ever  on  the  alert,  it  is  no  wonder  that 
the  numismatic  department  has  kept  pace  with  the  whole. 
An  instance  of  its  enterprise  will  suffice  to  illustrate. 
Disraeli  as  prime  minister  succeeded  Gladstone  on  Feb.  18th 
1874.  His  promptness  secured  for  the  Museum,  of  which  he 
had  been  a trustee,  the  magnificent  collection  of  coins  valu- 
ed at  $300,006,  left  by  the  Duke  de  Blacas. 

Mr.  Gaston  L.  Feuardent,  a member  of  the  firm  which 
had  the  sale  of  the  precious  coins,  informed  the  authorities 
of  the  Paris  museum  that  the  collection  was  on  the  market 
and  was  curtly  informed,  that  if  the  government  wished  to 
to  make  the  purchase  it  would  do  so  without  the  interven- 
tion of  an  agent.  Mr.  Feuardent  then  went  to  London  and 
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offered  it  to  the  British  museum.  Disraeli  at  once  had  a 
committee  of  experts  sent  to  Paris  to  examine  the  collection. 
This  came  to  the  ears  of  Emperor  Napoleon,  who  gave  or- 
ders that  the  collection  must  be  secured  for  the  French  gov- 
ernment at  auy  price.  The  English  commissioners  saw  that 
immediate  action  was  necessary  and  telegraphed  to  Disraeli 
for  instructions.  lie  wired  back  that  they  should  buy  the 
coins.  The  custodians  of  the  treasure,  who  knew  nothing  of 
the  intentions  of  Napoleon,  were  waited  upon  and  in  a few 
minutes  a bargain  had  been  struck  and  the  British  museum 
became  the  owner  of  one  of  the  finest  collections  of  coins  in 
existence.  Just  as  the  papers  completing  the  purchase  were 
being  male  out  the  emperor’s  messenger  arrived  to  secure 
the  prize.  He  was  too  late.  Napoleon  was  furious,  but  he 
could  do  nothing.

Died; — at  Washington  D.  0.,  on  March  2d,  Professor 
William  Lee,  M.  D.,  the  pioneer  of  medical  numismatics  in 
this  country.  Though  his  collection  was  purchased  by  the 
Government  several  years  since,  he  kept  his  interest  in  the 
subject  to  the  end.  lie  had  long  been  among  my  most  valu- 
ed correspondents,  and  in  a letter  received  from  him  but  ten 
days  before  his  death  he  said,  refermg  to  the  so  recent  de- 
cease of  our  mutual  friend.  Dr.  Geo.  J.  Fisher.  “It  is  curi- 
ous that  so  few  of  us  in  the  profession  develop  such  tastes, 
even  when  we  have  the  time  and  means  for  the  purpose.  I 
always  attempt  to  discourage  the  younger  men  from  gather- 
ing large  libraries  of  the  text  books  of  the  day,  which  are  so 
soon  supplanted  by  more  recent  and  better  editions,  telling 
them  to  confine  themselves  to  books  that  are  tools  in  the 
sense  of  direct  application  to  their  work,  — and  to  collect 
what  time  makes  more  valuable,  among  the  rare,  the  curi- 
ous, the  beautiful  and  the  historic.”

Durango,  Mex.,  March  22. — Workmen  were  yesterday 
engaged  in  excavating  for  a new  building  to  be  erected  on 
the  property  of  Francisco  Ortise,  near  the  Palace  Hotel  when 
they  came  upon  a large  earthern  box,  buried  five  feet  under 
the  surface.  Upon  being  opened  the  box  was  found  to  be  fil- 
led with  old  Spauish  gold  coins.  The  amount  of  the  treasure 
is  not  known  to  the  public,  but  it  will  reach  fully  $100,000. 
A certain  percentage  of  the  money  must  be  turned  over  to 
the  general  government.  It  is  supposed  that  the  money  was 
buried  by  a Sp  tniard  more  than  a century  ago,  as  there  was 
at  that  time  a large  colony  of  them  here,  employed  in  work- 
ing the  rich  mines  in  this  section. 

In  1892  the  United  States  produced  $505,000,000  worth 
of  silver,  and  $329,000,000  of  gold. 
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Professor  Peak*,  for  forty  years  connected  with  the 
British  Museum,  latterly  being  in  charge  of  ancient  coins,  is 
about  to  leave  that  institution  to  become  a lecturer  in  Uni- 
versity College,  Cambridge.

Dear  Sir.  The  Committee  to  revise  our  Con- 
stitution and  By-Laws,  (as  per  resolution  of  the  Inst  Conven- 
tion,) hereby  presents  a draft  of  same  fertile  consideration 
of  our  members. 

Regarding  the  Exchange  Department:  the  Committee 
presents  two  plans,  one  providing  for  the  actual  circulation 
of  the  coins  &c,  (as  at  present,)  and  the  other,  for  an  exchange 
by  means  of  lists,  and  requests  that  each  member,  favoring 
the  adoption  of  the  revised  Constitution  to  express  his  pref- 
erence in  the  matter. 

Both  plans  have  their] good  and  bad  features;  the  prin- 
cipal objections  to  the  actual  circulation  of  the  coins  are  that 
it  requires  the  members  to  pay  considerable  for  ex  pres  sage 
on  the  packages;  fine  coins  are  liable  to  be  injured  by  friction 
m the  envelopes  or  by  careless  handling ; the  Association  is 
exposed  to  danger  of  loss  by  substitution  of  inferior  speci- 
mens or  by  bad  debts.  But  by  this  plan  the  members  can  ex- 
amine the  pieces  before  purchasing.  On  the  other  hand  the 
exchange  by  means  of  lists  isopen  to  the  objection  that  the 
members  will  not  be  able  to  inspect  the  pieces  before  paying 
for  them,  and  for  this  reason  the  sales  in  all  probability  will 
not  be  as  large  as  under  the  first  system.  However,  this  will 
provide  for  a more  economical  exchange,  and  owing  to  the 
less  expense,  it  is  quite  likely  that  more  members  will  avail 
themselves  of  the  benefits  of  the  department.  It  also  provides 
for  an  absolute  guarantee  against  loss  by  substitution  or  bad 
debts.  The  Committee  does  not  express  its  preference  forei- 
ther  plan  but  hopes  each  member  will  carefully  examine  the 
merits  and  objections  to  each  before  casting  his  vote.

The  objects  of  this  Association  are:  to  assist  its  mem- 
bers in  acquiring  knowledge  in  regard  to  Numismatics;  to  cul- 
tivate a feeling  of  friendship  among  collectors,  and  to  ena- 
ble them  to  affiliate  with  members  af  similar  societies  in  A- 
merica  and  Foreign  Countries;  and  the  formation  of  a Cab- 
inet and  Library  of  Numismatic  Literature  for  the  use  of 
its  members. 

Constitution. 

ARTICLE  I.— Name  and  Object. 

Section  I.  This  organization  shall  be  known  as  the  Amer- 
ican Numismatic  Association. 

Sec.  2.  Its  objects  shall  be  the  encouragement  and  promo- 
tion of  Numismatic  Science  and  the  formation  of  a Cabinet 
and  Library  relating  to  the  same. 

ARTICLE  II.  Membership. 

Sec.  1.  The  membership  of  this  Association  shall  be  divi- 
ded into  two  classes:  Active  and  Honorary. 

Sec.  2,  The  first  class  shall  constitute  the  governing  body 
of  the  Association,  from  which  all  officers  shall  be  chosen. 
Sec.  3.  Only  active  members  residing  in  the  United  States 
or  Canada,  shall  be  eligible  to  hold  office  in  the  Association. 
Sec  4.  The  second  class  shall  comprise  those  persons  who 
are  considered  deserving  of  the  distinctive  title  of  Honorary. 
Honorary  members  shall  be  elected  only  at  the  Annual  Con- 
vention, upon  the  written  nomination  of  five  active  members. 
Sec.  5.  All  applications  for  active  membership  shall  be  ad- 
dressed to  the  Secretary,  on  the  form  prescribed  by  Section 
B,  and  accompanied  with  the  initiation  fee  of  fifty  cents.  In 
case  the  application  is  rejected,  the  initiation  fee  shall  be  re- 
funded. 

Sec.  6.  Form  of  Application.  I hereby  make  application 
for  active  membership  in  the  American  Numismatic  Associ- 
ation, subject  to  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  said  As- 
sociation.

Sec.  7.  Upon  receipt  of  such  application  in  due  form,  the 
Secretary  shall  cause  the  name  and  address  of  the  applicant 
and  his  references,  to  be  published  in  the  next  number  of  the 
Official  Organ,  and  ‘if  no  objections  are  received  by  him 
within  one  month  from  the  date  of  publication,  the  appli- 
cant shall  be  entitled  to  membership  in  the  Association. 

Sec.  8.  In  case  objection  is  male  to  the  admission  of  an

Sec.  9.  Whenever  written  charges  have  been  brought  a - 
gainst  a member,  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall 
notify  such  member,  giving  a written  copy  of  the  charges; 
the  member  so  accused  shall  be  permitted  to  enter  a written 
defence,  after  which  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  determine 
the  case  under  such  rules  as  it  may  adopt,  and  may  censure, 
suspend,  or  expel  such  member. 

Sec.  10.  Appeal  may  be  made  from  the  decision  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  to  the  next  Annual  Convention  of  the  As- 
sociation, the  decision  of  which  shall  be  final,  but  the  Presi- 
dent must  be  notified  of  such  appeal  within  thirty  days  after 
the  decision  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  has  been  published. 
Sec.  11.  No  member  shall  be  permitted  to  resign  from  the 
Association  while  he  is  in  arrears  for  dues,  or  indebted  to  it 
in  any  manner  whatever,  or  while  there  are  any  charges  pen- 
ding against  him.

Detector  of  Counterfeits,  and 
Board  of  Five  Trustees. 

They  shall  be  elected  at  the  Annual  Convention  and 
hold  office  until  their  successors  have  duly  qualified. 

Sec.  2,  The  Official  Board  shall  be  composed  of  the  Presi- 
dent, Vice  President,  Secretary,  Treasurer  and  Chairman  of 
Board  of  Trustees. 

Sec.  3.  In  case  of  a vacancy  in  any  office,  the  Official 
Board  shall  appoint  a member  in  good  standing,  to  serve  for 
the  remainder  of  the  term. 

Sec.  4.  Whenever  ten  members  of  the  Association  prefer 
charges  against  any  officer  for  dereliction  of  official  dut}r  or 
violation  of  the  Constitution,  such  officer  shall  be  tried  by  a 
Court  composed  of  one  of  the  Trustees  acting  ex-officio  as 
presiding  officer  and  two  members  chosen  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees.  The  finding  of  such  court  shall  be  final  and  bind- 
ing, both  upon  the  Association  and  the  official  tried. 

Sec.  5.  All  officers  are  to  be  elected  yearly,  and  such  elec- 
tion shall  be  bv  ballot,  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees.  Each  member  shall  enclose  his  ballot  in  a sealed  en- 
velope marked  “Ballot”  and  such  envelopes  shall  not  be  open- 
ed until  after  the  polls  are  closed  on  the  day  of  election.  The 
polls  shall  close  at  noon  on  the  first  day  of  the  Annual  Con- 
vention. A plurality  of  the  ballots  cast  shall  elect. 

Sec.  6.  At  least  sixty  days  prior  to  an  election,  the  Board 
of  Trustees  shall  call  for  nominations,  and  the  names  of  all 
candidates  shall  be  published  in  the  Official  Organ,  at  least 
thirty  days  prior  to  the  election. 
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ARTICLE  IV.  Duties  of  Officers. 

Sec.  1.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the 
Association.

In  case  any 
officer  is  prevented  by  sickness  or  other  causes,  from  perform- 
ing the  duties  of  his  office,  the  President  may  appoint  a sub- 
stitute to  act  during  such  disability. 

Sec.  2,  The  Vice  President  shall  act  as  President,  in  the 
event  of  the  death,  absence  or  inability  of  the  President. 

Sec.  3.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a true  record  of  the 
transactions  of  the  Association  and  preserve  all  documents. 
He  shall  collect  the  dues  and  balances  due  the  Association, 
and  pay  the  same  to  the  Treasurer  at  least  once  a month. 
He  shall  draw  and  countersign  all  warrants  on  the  Treasur- 
er. He  shall  publish  in  the  Official  Organ,  all  applications 
for  membership  (as  provided  by  Article  II,  Sec.  7,)  lists  of 
new  members  and  any  other  intormation  he  may  receive  in 
his  official  capacity.  He  shall  give  the  Board  of  Trustees  an 
approved  bond  for  One  hundred  Dollars,  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  his  duties. 

Sec.  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  receipt  for  all  monies  received 
from  the  Secretary.  He  shall  not  payout  any  money  except 
upon  warrants  duly  drawn  and  signed  by  the  President  and 
Secretary.  He  shall  have  charge  of  any  securities  belonging 
to  the  Association.  He  shall  present  to  each  Convention  a 
complete  statement  of  the  financial  condition  of  the  Associ- 
ation and  report  of  his  transactions  during  the  term,  accom- 
panied by  the  proper  vouchers.  He  shall  furnish  an  approved 
bond  for  Two  hundred  Dollars,  or  as  much  more  as  the  Board 
of  Trustees,  may  require. 

Sec.  5.  The  Librarian  and  Curator  shall  have  charge  of  all 
Coins,  Medals,  Books,  Papers  &<•,  which  the  Association 
may  acqune  and  shall  permit  access  thereto  by  the  members 
under  such  regulations  as  are  prescribed  by  the  By-Laws. 

He  shall  compile  accurate  catalogues  of  the  same,  with  the 
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names  of  donors,  or  price,  if  purchased  by  the  Association, 
together  with  any  other  information  concerning  them,  and 
keep  them  in  order  and  safety. 

Se  0.  The  Superintendent  of  Exchange  shall  conduct  the 
exchange  business  of  the  Association,  under  the  rules  and 
regulations  provided  by  the  By-Laws.  He  shall  furnish  an 
approved  bondfor  Five  hundred  Dollars,  or  as  much  more 
as  may  lie  required  by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Sec.  7.  'Hie  Detector  of  Counterfeits  shall  pass  upon  the 
genuineness  of  all  Coins,  Medals,  &c,  which  way  be  submit- 
ted to  him  by  the  members  of  the  Association  for  that  pur- 
pose. 

Sec.  8.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  elect  its  own  Chairman 
and  Secretary.  It  shall  have  general  oversight  of  the  inter- 
ests of  the  Association  and  perform  such  duties  as  may  be 
required  of  it  by  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws.  Its  Secreta- 
ry shall  be  the  custodian  of  the  Official  Bonds. 

Sec.  9.  All  officers  shall  report  quarterly  through  the  Of- 
ficial Organ,  and  also  present  a complete  report  to  each  Con- 
vention, which  reports  shall  be  published  in  full  in  the  Offi- 
cial Organ. 

Sec.  lo.  All  officers  at  the  expiration  of  their  terms  of  of- 
fice, shall  deliver  to  their  successors,  all  books,  papers,  mon- 
ies or  other  property  of  the  Association  which  maybe  in  their 
possession,  and  they  shall  not  be  relieved  of  their  bond  or  ob- 
ligation until  this  requirement  has  been  complied  with. 

ARTICLE  V. — Convention. 

Sec.  1.  This  Association  shall  meet  in  Convention  once 
each  year.  A quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business,  shall 
consist  of  one-third  of  the  active  membership,  either  present 
in  person  or  represented  by  proxy. 

Sec.  2.  Each  Convention  shall  provide  for  the  place  and 
date  of  the  succeeding  one. 

Sec.  8.  Upon  written  request  of  at  least  twenty-five  mem- 
bers, the  President  shall  call  for  a general  vote  of  the  Asso- 
ciation upon  any  desired  question. 
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Sec.  4.  Such  vote  shall  be  taken  under  the  direction  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  and  a majority  of  the  votes  cast  shall  de- 
termine the  question. 

Sec.  5.  Whenever  a general  vote  is  taken,  at  least  thirty 
days  shall  elapse  between  the  call  for  such  vote  and  the  clo- 
sing of  the  polls. 

ARTICLE  VI.— Branches. 

The  organization  of  Branch  Associations  shall  be  encour- 
aged in  every  locality  containing  five  or  more  members  of 
the  Association,  and  such  branches  shall  be  subject  to  the 
provisions  thereof  in  the  By-Laws. 

ARTICLE  VII. — Amendments. 

Sec.  1.  This  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  oidy 
by  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  voting  upon 
such  alteration  or  amendment,  providing  such  two-thirds 
constitutes  a majority  of  the  voting  membership  of  the  Asso- 
ciation 

Sec.  2.  The  President  shall  order  a general  vote  upon  t he 
reconsideration  of  any  amendment  or  alteration  passed  in 
Convention,  whenever  requested  to  do  so  by  one-third  of  the 
voting  membership  of  the  Association,  but  no  reconsidera- 
tion shall  be  taken  if  notice  of  such  amendment  has  not  been 
published  in  the  Official  Organ,  not  more  than  Sixty  nor  less 
than  Thirty' days  prior  to  the  meeting  of  such  Convention. 
Sec,  3.  All  amendments  or  alterations  shall  go  into  effect 
at  theclose  of  the  Convention  in  which  they  were  made,  or  if 
made  by  a general  vote,  upon  official  announcement  of  the 
result  of  such  vote. 

Sec.  4.  Any  By-Laws,  not  in  conflict  with  this  Constitu- 
tion, may  be  made  or  amended  by  the  Official  Board,  but 
such  By-Laws  may  be  subjected  to  a general  vote  as  provi- 
ded by  Article  V,  Section  3. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  require  only  the  assent  of  a majority  of  the 
members  voting,  to  make  or  amend  a By-Law  in  Convention. 
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By-Laws. 

1 The  dues  shall  be  One  Dollar  per  Annum,  payable  to  the 
Secretary  in  advance,  on  the  first  day  of  October  of  each  year; 
members  admitted  during  the  last  half  of  the  fiscal  year,  will 
be  required  to  pay  only  Fifty  Cents,  for  dues  until  the  fol- 
lowing October.  In  ease  a member  neglects  to  pay  his  dues 
before  the  first  day  of  November,  the  Secretary  shall  notify 
such  delinquent  member,  and  unless  the  dues  are  paid  with- 
in Thirty  days,  his  name  shall  be  stricken  from  the  roll.  Any 
member  dropped  for  non-payment  of  dues  maybe  reinstated 
by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  upon  payment  of  all  back  dues. 

2 At  the  Annual  Convention  the  President  shall  appoint 
the  following  standing  committees  of  three  members  each :

The  President  shall  be  ex-officio  Chairman  of  the  committee 
on  Constitution  and  By-Laws. 

3 The  order  of  business  of  the  Convention  shail  be  as  fol- 
lows.

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All  questions  of  Order  and  Parliamentary  Law  not  cov- 
ered by  tile  Standing  Rules  of  this  Association,  shall  be  de- 
termined by  reference  to  Cushing’sRules  of  Order. 

4 In  order  to  facilitate  the  transaction  of  business  and  pro- 
vide for  a rapid  decision  of  questions  requiring  the  vote  of 
Official  Board,  the  following  shall  be  the  order  of  proceeding. 

Whenever  any  member  of  the  board  desires  to  submit 
any  matter  for  its  action,  he  shall  reduce  the  same  to  wri- 
ting, in  the  form  of  a motion,  and  mail  a copy  thereof  to  each 
member  of  the  board.  Any  comments  or  observations  he 
may  desire  to  make  thereon,  shall  bo  written  upon  a separ- 
ate sheet  Upon  the  reception  of  such  motion,  each  member 
of  the  board  shall  write  upon  the  back  or  bottom  thereof,  his 
vote  for  or  against  the  same,  or  any  corrections  or  amend- 
ment he  may  wish  to  make,  and  then  forward  to  the  Presi- 
dent. In  ease  anyaniendment  has  been  offered  the  President 
shall  mail  to  each  member  of  the  board,  a copy  of  the  mo- 
tion as  amended,  who  shall  return  same  at  once,  endorsing 
on  it  his  vote  for  or  against  the  amendment,  or  his  prefer- 
ence for  the  original  motion.  Upon  receiving  the  votes  of 
the  other  members,  the  President  shall  certify  to  the  Secre- 
tary, the  motion  an  l vote,  accompanying  the  same  with 
the  original  papers.  The  Secretary  shall  tile  and  record  the 
vote  and  notify  the  members  of  the  board  of  their  deeis- 
ion . 

5 The  Librarian  and  Curator  shall  collect,  in  advance,  the 
necessary  post  age  from  any  member  desiring  any  book,  etc, 
from  the  Library.  Any  book,  etc,  taken  from  the  Library 
shall  be  returned,  without  expense  to  the  Association,  within 
two  weeks  after  the  receipt  of  same  by  such  member.  Any 
member  receiving  books,  etc,  shall  be  responsible  for  the  safe 
return  of  the  same  in  as  good  condition  as  when  given  out, 
and  if  damaged,  lost  or  deslroyid,  he  shall  l.e  required  to 
replace  same,  or  pay  the  cost  value,  at  the  option  of  the  Li- 
brarian. The  Librarian  must  impose  a tine  of  ten  cents  a 
week,  for  each  book  pamphlet  or  other  publication  retained 
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longer  than  the  prescribed  time,  and  shall  not  permit  such 
delinquent  member  to  obtain  any  more  books  etc,  until  such 
fine  is  paid.  Fines  imposed  by  this  By-Law  can  be  remitted 
only  by  the  Board  of  Trustees.  The  surplus  of  receipts  from 
fines  shall  be  paid  to  the  Secretary  at  the  end  of  each  fiscal 
year  or  term  of  office. 

G (See  appendices  a and  b.  ) 

7 The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  prepare  a “Black  List”  of  in- 
dividuals who  have  dealt  in  counterfeit  coins  or  who  have 
been  engaged  in  questionable  transactions  with  collectors, 
and  also  a list  of  bid  debtors,  and  furnish  a copy  of  either 
list  to  any  member  upon  payment  of  a fee  of  tvventyfive  cents. 

8 The  Committee  on  Official  Organ  shall  make  provision 
for  the  publication  of  the  proceeings  of  the  Association.  It 
shall  furnish  a copy  of  each  number  of  the  Official  Organ  to 
each  member  and  an  additional  copy  to  the  President,  Sec- 
retary, Superintendent  of  Exchange  and  Secretary  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees.  The  expense  of  the  Official  Organ  shall 
be  paid  out  of  the  general  treasury. 

9 No  officer  shall  incur  any  expense  on  account  of  the  As- 
sociation, except  for  postage  and  expressage,  unless  the  same 
has  been  authorized  by  the  Official  Board. 

10  Five  or  more  members  residing  in  the  same  neighbor- 
hood, may  associate  themselves  as  a Branch  Society.  Upon 
notifying  the  Secretary  of  the  formation  of  such  branch,  he 
shall  assign  to  it  a number, 'which  number  shall  be  assigned 
in  numerical  order.  Each  branch  shall  be  entitled  to  send  a 
delegate  to  each  Convention,  but  such  delegate  must  be  a 
member  of  the  branch  he  represents.  Collectors,  not  mem- 
bers of  this  Association,  may  belong  to  such  branches,  but 
shall  not  be  entitled  to  the  privileges  of  Association  mem- 
bers. Each  branch  may  make  By-Laws  for  their  own  gov- 
ernment, provided  the  same  are  not  in  conflict  with  this  Con- 
stitution and  By-Laws. 
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Appendix  A.  (By-Law,  h.) 

6 The  Superintendent  of  Exchange  shall  conduct  the  ex- 
change business  under  the  following  rules  and  regulations: 
a Envelopes  in  which  to  enclose  coins  etc,  shall  be  furnish- 
ed by  the  Superintendent  at  cost.  After  properly  tilling  up 
the  description  etc,  on  same,  the  members  will  return  them 
to  the  Superintendent,  charges  paid. 

b The  Superintendent  will  arrange  same  in  packages  at 
his  discretion,  and  start  on  a circuit,  expressage  paid. 
c Each  member  will  forward  to  next  on  the  list,  value  de- 
clared and  expressage  paid.  Members  may  retain  each  lot,  not 
longer  than  four  days.  A fine  of  ten  cents  shall  be  imposed 
for  each  day  a package  is  retained  beyond  the  prescribed 
time. 

d Each  member  retaining  anything  from  a lot  will  report 
and  remit  to  the  Superintendent  the  same  day  the  package 
is  forwarded. 

e In  case  a lot  is  missing,  or  any  discrepancy  exists,  the 
member  discovering  the  same  must  report  at  once  to  the  par- 
ty ahead  of  him  on  the  circuit  and  also  to  the  Superinten- 
dent. Failure  to  do  so  will  make  the  last  party  responsible. 
f Members  will  be  held  responsible  for  all  iots  lost  or  in- 
jured while  in  their  care. 

g.  The  Superintendent  will  send  lots  only  to  such  members 
as  request  the  same,  and  they  must  satisfy  him  regarding 
their  responsibility,  before  being  placed  on  the  circuit. 
h The  Superintendent  will  settle  with  each  member  when 
his  sales  amount  to  Ten  dollars,  or  when  his  lot  is  returned 
or  sold. 

i The  Superintendent  shall  deduct  fen  per  cent  of  all  sales, 
to  cover  the  expenses  of  his  office  Any  deficiency  shall  be 
paid  out  of  the  general  funds;  any  surplus  shall  be  paid  to 
the  Secretary. 

j The  Superintendent  shall  have  first  choice  of  all  exchan- 
ges, and  be  entitled  lo  circulate  his  own  lots  free  of  commis- 
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k The  Superintendent  may  make  additional  rules  and  reg- 
ulations, not  already  provided  for,  as  will  facilitate  the  ex- 
changing of  coins,  medals,  etc,  between  members  of  tbe  As- 
sociation, but  such  rules,  etc,  must  be  approved  by  the  Offi- 
cial Board  before  being  put  in  force. 

I The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  decide  all  cases  of  misunder- 
standing which  may  arise  in  this  department. 

Appendix  B.  (By-Law,  6.) 

6 The  Superintendent  of  Exchange  shall  conduct  the  ex- 
change business  under  .the  following  rules  and  regulations: 
a Members  desiring  to  exchange  coins,  etc,  shall  prepare 
lists -of  the  same.,  giving  description,  condition  and  price, 
(and  may  add  a pencil  rubbing  if  he  desires,)  and  then  for- 
ward, together  with  the  coins,  etc,  to  the  Superintendent, 
c barges  prepaid. 

b Sheets  for  the  purpose  will  be  furnished  by  the  Superin- 
tendent at  two  cents  each  and  only  such  sheets  shall  be  cir- 
culated. 

■C  The  Superintendent  shall  form  such  lists  into  books,  and 
forward  to  such  members  as  may  join  the  department.  A 
member  may  retain  such  book  for  three  days;  a fine  of  five 
cents  per  day  to  be  imposed  if  held  longer  than  the  prescri- 
bed time. 

•d  A member  selecting  anything  from  such  lists,  shall  strike 
same  from  the  list  and  forward  the  price  to  the  Superinten- 
dent, who,  upon  receipt  of  the  remittance  will  forward  the 
desired  articles,  charges  prepaid. 

•e  If  such  coins,  etc,  are  satisfactory,  the  purchaser  shall  so 
inform  the  Superintendent.  If  they  are  not,  he  must  return 
the  same  at  once,  charges  prepaid,  and  on  receipt  of  same 
tbe  Superintendent  will  return  the  price  paid  for  same,  less 
one  half  of  the  charges  he  had  paid  for  forwarding,  the  oth- 
er half  to  be  charged  to  the  owner  of  the  pieces.  The  Super- 
intendent shall  refuse  to  circulate  lists,  if,  in  his  opinion  the 
coins,  etc,  arc  not  properly  described. 

f The  Superintendent  shall  also  conduct  an  exchamre  of 
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Numismatic  Literature,  such  exchange  to  be  uncUr  the  same 
rules  as  that  for  the  exchange  of  coins,  except  that  books, 
etc,  cannot  be  returned  as  provided  for  by  e,  of  this  By-Law. 
<)  The  Superintendent  shall  have  first,  choice  of  all  lists 
passing  through  his  hands. 

h The  Superintendent  shall  deduct  five  per  cent  commis- 
sion on  all  sales,  and  also,  the  actual  charges  paid  for  for- 
warding coins,  etc,  sold. 

i The  Superintendent  will  settle  with  each  member  when 
his  sales  amount  to  Ten  dollars,  or  when  his  lot  is  sold  or  re- 
turned- 

} Any  deficiency  in  this  department  shall  be  paid  out  of 
the  general  funds;  and  any  surplus  shall  be  paid  to  the  Sec- 
retary, at  the  end  of  each  fiscal  year. 

k The  Superintendent  may  make  additional  rules  and  reg- 
ulations, for  the  proper  transaction  of  the  business  of  bis  of- 
fice, but  such  rules,  etc,  must  be  approved  by  the  Official 
Board  before  being  put  in  force.

The  Annual  and  Anniversary  Meeting  of  this  Society, 
was  held  on  Monday  evening  March  20th,  1893  at  8-30  P.  M 
President  Parish  presiding. 

The  Executive  Committee  presented  their  Annual  Re- 
port, congratulating  the  Society  on  the  many  improvements 
and  great  progress  made  during  the  past  year.  The  follow- 
ing propositions  were  received  and  recommended  forelection: 
For  Life  Membership,  Charles  T.  Cook  and  Nelson  P.  Pel- 
erson;  for  Resident  Membership,  Walter  Tounele  and  John 
W.  Golding;  for  Honorary  Membership,  Horatio  R.  Storer, 
M.  D.  and  Rev.  William  Haves  Ward,  D.  D.,  L.  I).  D,;for 
Corresponding  Membership,  Gustave  Cavilli,  Shofde  Swe- 
den, Cyrus  Adler  Washington  J).  C.,  and  Dr.  Daniel  G, 
Brin  ton  Philadelphia  Pa.  Acceptances  of  election  were  read 
from  Resident  Members  Felix  Adler,  Ferdinand  Herman, 
George  F.  Knuz,  and  John  H.  Buck:  also  from  Correspond- 
ing Member  Joseph  S.  Me  Coy. 
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Mr.  A.  C.  Zabriskie  moved  that  a committee  of  five 
with  power  to  add  to  their  number  be  appointed  by  the  Pres- 
ident to  make  arrangements  for  the  coming  Columbian  Ex- 
hibition ami  Reception  of  the  Society  in  New  York  City  on 
Tuesday  April  25th  1893.  The  President  appointed  Messrs 
Zabriskie,  Poillon,  Wright,  Belden  and  Oettinger. 

The  Room  Committee  presented  their  Annual  Report, 
calling  attention  to  the  various  gifts  made  by  members  du- 
ring the  year, — a large  Persian  rug,  Presidents  Chair,  two 
large  oak  cabinets  surmounted  by  glass  top  cases  for  the  ex- 
hibition of  coins  and  medals,  new  electric  lights,  new  chairs 
and  a step  ladder.  The  Committee  announced  that  rooms 
were  open  every  Thursday  night  and  frequent  meetings  held 
with  interesting  papers  read  on  Numismatic  and  Archaeolog- 
ical subjects. 

The  Publication  Committee  reported  that  1665,00  had 
been  received  and  that  the  Annual  Proceedings  and  papers 
read  had  been  printed  in  full  to  date — also  giving  a full  list 
of  subscribers. 

The  Treasurer  reported  receipts  $919,40;  disbursements 
$812,11;  balance  $107,  29. 

The  Librarian  reported  donations  of  98  bound  volumes, 
173  unbound  volumes,  pamphlets  and  periodicals,  350  cata- 
logues etc,  total  621,  — also  40  handsomely  bound  pamphlet 
cases. 

The  Curator  of  Numismatics  reported  donations  for  the 
year  of  23  gold  coins,  801  silver  and  1189  copper — also  one 
gold  medal,  93  silver  377  bronze,  187  casts  etc, — a total  of 
2669  pieces. 

Special  mention  was  made  of  the  gift  of  a large  iron  safe 
from  Mr.  Benjamin  Betts. 

The  Curator  of  Archaeology  called  attention  to  the  fact 
that  his  department  had  been  entirely  re-arranged  and  cat- 
alogued. 

The  Historigrapher  gave  a full  account  of  the  work  of

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Klow-Coot-Lass,  which  in  every  day  English  means,  Ev- 
ery-body-got-their-coppers-from-him,  is  the  significant  name 
of  one  of  the  colony  of  Quooquet  Indians  at  the  World’s  Fair. 

The  “copper”  is  supposed  to  be  the  heritage  left  by  the 
ancient  Phoenecians,  whom  in  the  remote  ages,  it  is  believed 
sailed  the  Pacific  coast.  The  copper  is  mined  in  Alaska  and 
this  money  is  in  shape  like  a double  wedge  with  a T shaped 
cross  incused  in  it.  The  cross  is  called  a “tau”  by  the  Indi- 
ans and  is  identical  in  name  and  design  with  those  found  on 
some  Asiatic  coins.

Carolina  and  New  England  Tokens. 


he  tokens  thus  classed* are  supposed  to  have  origina- 
ted in  England,  as  speculative  ventures  of  some  of  the 
engravers  of  that  country,  who  looked  upon  America 
as  a favorable  market  for  the  products  of  their  enterprise. 

The  pieces  first  to  he  described  in  this  chapter  are  two 
which  were  perhaps  not  intended  for  circulation  as  currency, 
but  are  introduced  here,  as  no  more  appropriate  place  offers 
for  their  insertion.  These  were  issued  in  1694,  probably  in 
London,  and  are  now  known  as  the  Carolina,  and  the  New 
England,  Elephant  tokens. 

They  were  struck  upon  copper  planchettcs  of  very  une- 
qual weight,  the  New  England  token  in  Mr.  Appleton’s  col- 
lection, weighing  266  grains,  while  the  only  other  one  known 
Mr  Parinelee’s,  (which  is  somewhat  worn)  is  much  thinner, 
and  weighs  but  133  grains;  the  Carolinas  are  mwre  regular 
in  this  respect,  their  weight  ranging  from  130  to  162  grains. 

It  is  not  known  whether  these  tokens  were  intended  to 
serve  as  coins,  or  struck  only  as  medals,  to  increase  or  per- 
petuate the  interest  in  the  American  Plantation;  the  latter 

*Anglo  American  Tokens. 
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seems  much  the  more  reasonable  view  of  their  purpose. 

Knelling,  writing  in  1769,  makes  no  mention  of  the  New 
England  tokens,  but  says  of  the  Carolinas,  ‘We  cannot  our- 
selves conceive  the  intention  of  striking  it,  or  for  what  pur- 
pose it  was  intended;  however,  we  think  it  has  no  claim  to  be 
admitted  as  a piece  of  money,  but  rather  is  of  the  ticket 
kind,  and  we  are  of  the  same  opinion  in  regard  to  another 
piece  which  is  certainly  of  the  same  class  with  this;  be  it 
what  it  will,  it  is  what  we  call  the  London  Half-penny,  one 
side  of  both,  that  is  the  Elephant,  we  apprehend  was  struck 
from  the  same  dye,  which  is  still  remaining  in  the  Tower, 
and  appears  to  be  the  work  of  Rotiers;  on  the  other  side  in- 
stead of  Gon  PRESERVE  CAROLINA  AND  THE  LORDS  PROPRIE- 
TORS, 1694,  as  upon  this;  there  is  upon  that,  round  the  city 
arms,  God  preserve  London;  we  have  heard  two  or  three 
opinions  concerning  the  intent  of  uttering  this  piece,  as  that 
it  was  for  the  London  Workhouse;  also,  that  its  inscription 
alludes  to  the  plague,  and  was  struck  whilst  it  was  raging 
in  London;  and  we  have  likewise  heard  it  was  intended  to  be 
made  current  at  Tangier  in  Africa,  but  never  took  place.’ 

Carolina. 

Obverse  Device, — An  elephant  standing,  facing  the 

left. 

Reverse.  Inscription, — GOD:  PRESERVE:  CARO- 
LINA: AND  THE:  LORDS:  PROPRIETERS.  1694: 
Borders,- Milled.  Edge,- Plain.  Size,- 18^.  Weight,-  146 
grains. 

The  above  is  the  rarest  of  the  Carolina  tokens;  the  two 
specimens  we  know  of  are  in  the  collections  already  named 
as  containing  the  New  England  Elephant  tokens.  In  the  more 
common  varieties  of  this  token,  the  obverse  closely  resem- 
bles the  last,  but  the  elephant’s  tusks  nearly  touch  the  mil- 
ling and  his  right  legs  are  more  smoothly  cut.  A more  mark- 
ed difference  is  found  on  the  reverse,  where  though  the  same 
die  is  used,  the  inscription  has  been  altered  to  GOD:  PRE- 
SERVE: CAROLINA:  AND  THE:  LORDS:  PROPRI- 
ETORS. 1694.  The  last  E is  still  to  be  seen  under  the  O. 
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These  were  struck  on  copper  plancliettes  of  from  17  to 
18^,  weighing  from  180  to  102  grains.  It  is  said  that  they 
were  struck  also  in  brass,  but  we  have  seen  none  in  that  com- 
position. Crosby1  s Early  Coinages  of  America. 


URING  the  reign  of  William  and  Mary,  king  and  queen 
of  England,  there  appeared  a new  coin,  which  has  been 
called  the  “Carolina  Cent,”  and  said  to  have  been  is- 
sued in  the  Carolina  plantations.  There  were  at  least  Two 
Types  and  Two  Varieties  of  these  pieces.  The  more  rare  of 
these  maybe  described  as  follows: 

Obverse:  An  elephant,  standing,  facing  left. 

Reverse:  An  inscription,  in  six  lines,  occupying  the  entire 
field:  “GOD:  PRESERVE:  CAROLINA:  AND  THE: 
LORDS:  PROPRI ETERS.  1694.”  Borders,  milled;  Edge, 


plain;  size,  18£;  weight,  143  grains. 

This  illustration  is  of  the  more  common  type  and  varie- 
ty of  this  coinoge,  the  obverse  being  identical  with  that  of 
the  “London  Half-penny.” 

Obverse:  An  elephant,  standing,  facing  left. 

Reverse:  An  inscription,  in  six  lines,  occupying  the  entire 
field,  “GOD:  PRESERVE:  CAROLINA:  AND  THE: 
LORDS:  PROPRIETORS.  1694.”  Borders,  milled  : Edge, 
plain;  size,  17 to  18^;  weight,  130  to  162  grains. 

The  Carolina  Tokens  were  s: ruck  in  copper,  and  impres- 
sions from  the  same  dies  are  said  to  have  been  made  in  brass. 
The  obverses  of  the  two  pieces  described  are  much  the  same; 
however,  the  tusks  of  the  elephant  on  the  first-named  piece 
are  short,  while  in  the  more  common  type,  they  are  longer, 
and  approach  the  border  of  the  coin  very  nearly.  The  die  of 
the  first  variety  was  recut  to  form  the  common  reverse,  the 
last  “E”in  “PROPRIETERS”  being  altered  to  form  an  “O  ” 
changing,  as  may  be  noted,  the  orthography  of  the  word.  On 
good  specimens,  the  original  “E”  may  be  seen  beneath  the* 
overcut  “O,”  proving  the  identity  of  the  die. 
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Obverse:  Same  as  that  of  the  common  type  of  the  Carolina 
Token  of  1694,  and  from  the  same  die  as  that  and  the  “Lon- 
don Half-penny  ” 

Reverse:  An  inscription,  in  five  lines, occupying  the  whole 
field,  ‘GOD:  PRESERVE:  NEW:  ENGLAND:  1694.” 
Borders,  milled  : Edge,  plain.  Copper ; size,  18^  ; weight,  133 
to  236  grains. 

The  great  irregularitv  in  the  weight  of  the  Carolina  and 
New  England  Tokens,  indicates  they  were  coiled  as  medal- 
lets,  or  tokens,  rather  than  for  circulation  as  money.  The 
coinage  is  supposed  to  have  been  done  in  London,  England, 
from  whence  the  issue  found  its  way  to  America. 

Dye's  Com  Encyclopaedia. 

(To  be  concluded.) 

The  Maharajah  af  Kashmerc,  commenting  on  the.  suc- 
cess and  strength  of  the  British  in  India,  asked  Sir  Henry 
Lawrence  whether  ho  could  tell  the  cause  and  the  secret.  Sir 
Henry,  who  was  busy  writing,  answered  that  he  believed  it 
to  lie  in  their  religion.  The  .Maharajah  said  he  believed  so  too 
and  with  the  strange  superstition  of  an  Oriental,  cast  about 
in  his  own  mind  how  to  benefit  by,  without  sharing  in  the 
Englishman’s  faith.  He  asked  Sir  Henry  to  give  him  one  of 
the  signs  of  his  creed  to  engrave  on  the  new  coins  he  was  a- 
bout  to  mint.  Sir  Henry  hastily  sketched  the  cross  with  the 
initials  of  the  Savour  I.  H.  S.,  and  the  symbol  of  the  Holy 
Trinity,  a triangle,  on  the  design  handed  to  him.  The  for- 
mer of  these  signs  was  engraved  on  the  coins,  which  are  still 
in  circulation  in  Kashmerc.

At  the  same  time,  if  any  beginners  in  collecting  or  others 
desiring  such  lots,  will  notify  me,  I will  try  to  put  them  in 
the  way  of  obtaining  them. 

V  Members  sending  in  coins  should  be  careful  to  give  ac- 
curate description.  Because  a coin  is  rare,  should  not  alter  its 
standard  of  condition.

Such  criticism  as  lias  come  to  us  in  regards  the  report  of 
the  committee  to  revise  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  the 
Association,  has  been  in  the  main  favorable.  The  difference 
comes  principally  in  the  conduct  of  the  Exchange  Depart- 
ment. On  the  following  points  we  can  heartily  agree  with 
our  correspondents: — 

I The  necessities  of  an  Exchange  Department. 

II  That  it  should  be,  in  fact,  an  Exchange  Department, 
rather  than  a Purchasing  or  Sales  Department. 

III  That  while  it  may  be  a convenience  for  some  to  ex- 
change by  means  of  written  lists,  the  great  majority  of  us 
will  insist  upon  seeing  before  purchasing. 

IV  That  to  compete  at  all  with  the  dealers,  prices  must 
be  low,  and  the  necessary  expences  reduced  to  a minimum, 
that  five  per-cent  only  should  be  charged  on  sales,  and  any 
deficiency  paid  out  of  the  general  fund. 

V That  the  “Black  List”  should  be  under  the  charge  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees,  who,  when  assured  that  the  parties 
reported  are  defrauders  or  engaged  in  questionable  transac- 
tions, should  publish  such  facts  full  and  free,  that  all  may 
know  and  be  on  their  guard. 

We  hope  our  members  will  postpone  their  visits  to  the 
World’s  Fair  until  August  so  as  to  attend  our  annual  (’on- 
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vention,  which  will  take  place  sometime  during  the  latter 
half  of  that  month,  the  exact  date  to  be  announced  as  soon 
as  determined.  In  the  meantime  we  want  the  names  ot  all 
who  expect  to  attend  the  Convention,  so  that  all  necessary 
arrangements  may  be  made  beforehand.  Papers  not  yet  an- 
nounced, should  be  reported  as  soon  as  practicable,  so  that 
they  may  be  published  on  the  programme. 

A Convention  of  this  character  and  at  such  a time  is  a 
matter  of  great  moment,  not  only  to  our  association,  but  to 
the  whole  numismatic  world  as  well.  With  twenty-five  cen- 
turies looking  down  upon  us,  the  eyes  of  the  numismatic 
world  upon  us,  and  the  inspiration  of  a great  occasion  to  an- 
imate us,  let  us  each  gird  on  his  armor  and  go  on  to  victory.

'I’he  American  Numismatic  and  Archaeological  Society, 
of  this  city  is  the  oldest,  largest,  and  richest  association  of 
its  kind  in  the  country,  and  when  its  application  for  space 
at  the  Chicago  Fair  was  cut  down  to  nothing  there  was  a 
sense  of  surprise  and  disappointment  in  the  society’s  ranks. 
It  had  been  intended  to  send  to  the  Fair  a collection  of  from 
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20,000  to  25,000  coins  and  medals  representing  all  ages  and 
races.  No  other  society  of  the  sort  has  so  complete  a collec- 
tion. 

The  Columbian  coinsand  medals  were  shown  yesterday 
afternoon  and  evening  in  the  rooms  of  the  society  in  the 
building  of  the  Academy  of  Medicine  in  West  43d  Street. 
With  them  were  shown  many  South  American.  Spanish,  Swe- 
dish, Polish,  Russian,  Italian,  French,  German,  British  and 
Papal  medals,  together  with  some  ancient  and  Mediaeval 
coins,  many  of  which  are  exceptionally  rare  specimens. 

There  are  about.  100  specimens  of  the  Columbus  coins 
and  medals,  in  different  metals,  and  nearly  all  of  them  relate 
to  Columbus  personally  or  were  struck  to  commemorate  the 
four  hundredth  anniversary  of  the  discovery  of  America,  both 
in  Europe  and  America.  With  the  collection  is  along  and 
narrow  box  that  belonged  to  Columbus  personally.  It  is  loan- 
ed by  Judge  C.  P.  Daly.  There  are  also  two  large  plaster 
casts  of  a Columbus  medal  the  dies  of  which  were  cut  by 
Miss  Ahlborn,  the  engraver  of  the  Swedish  mint. 

The  collection  is  one  of  very  great  interest,  not  only  his- 
torically, but  artistically,  and  its  absence  from  Chicago  will 
be  a real  loss  to  the  Exhibition.

ms  coin  made  its  appearance  according  to  the  date, 
1694,  during  the  reign  of  William  and  Mary,  and  has 
no  claim  to  be  of  domestic  manufacture.  It  was  un- 
doubtedly intended  as  a currency,  which  it  became  for  the 
Carolina  colonies,  and,  which  at  that  time,  had  made  some 
progress  towards  stability.  It  is  composed  of  brass,  and  from 
its  resemblance  to  the  London  half-penny,  is  presumed  to  be 
of  the  same  origin — the  latter  having  been  engraved,  as 
Snelling  states,  by  the  much  celebrated  Rotiers.  The  speci- 
mens-four  in  number-that  have  come  under  our  observation 
are  in  an  excellent  state  of  preservation. 

Slpglapd  Half-poppy. 

Device. — An  elephant  facing  to  the  left. 

Reverse. — God  preserve  New  England. 

Exergue. — 1694. 


This  coin  made  its  appearance  in  the  early  part  of  the  year 
1694,  in  the  reign  of  William  and  Mary.  The  object  of  its 
emission  or  the  place  of  its  coinage  is  not  positively  known  ; 
bat  it  is  supposed  to  have  been  got  up  in  London  as  a private 
enterprise,  originating-which,  cannot  be  told-either  in  Lon- 
don or  the  colonies. 
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The  speculation  must  have  been  unsuccessful,  as  it  can- 
not he  found  in  any  of  the  cabinets  in  this  country,  which 
would  not  have  been  the  case  if  it  had  ever  acquired  the 
character  of  a currency.  It  was  made  of  brass,  and  the  obverse 
agreed  precisely  with  the  London  Half-penny.  This  coin  is 
similar  to  that  struck  for  Carolina,  and  which  will  be  found 
recorded  under  its  proper  head. 

IHckeson \v  Numismatic  Manual. 

Iu  1694  a token  made  its  appearance  in  England  bear- 
ing on  one  side  an  elephant,  and  on  the  other  a legend,  Gon 
Preserve  London.  Where  or  by  whom  issued  does  not  now 
appear,  and  it  remains  probable  that  it  was  a tradesman’s  is- 
sue to  attract  attention,  or  to  serve  lor  copper  change.  The 
device,  however,  attracted  some  one’s  eye  who  thought  it  the 
basis  of  a good  colonial  speculation,  and  two  coins  or  tokens 
shortly  after  made  their  appearance  with  legends  varying  on 
the  reverse,  God  Preserve  New  England,  1694,  on  tine, 
and  God  Preserve  Carolina  and  The  Lords  Proprie- 
tors on  the  other.  These  do  not  seem  to  have  gone  into  cir- 
culation at  all. 

Prime's  Corns,  Medals , and  Seals. 

Wiiliam  and  Mary,  1688 — 1694. — Of  this  reign  we  have 
two  American  pieces-the  New  England  half-penny  and  that 
of  Carolina.  These  appear  to  have  been  private  speculations 
and  to  have  had  no  very  extensive  currency.  They  are  both 
extremely  rare,  and  command  high  prices.  They  are  of  En- 
glish manufacture,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  they  are  by 
the  same  engraver  as  the  London  half-penny  oflthe  same  pe- 
riod. 

Carolina  Half-penny.  Obv  An  elephant  to  the  left. 
Rev.  God  Preserve  Carolina  and  the  Lords  Proprietors,  1694. 
Weight  160  grains. 

New  England  Half-penny.  Obv.  An  elephant  to  the  left. 
Rev.  God  Preserve  New  England,  1694.  Weight  160  grains. 

These  pieces  are  sometimes  found  of  brass,  and  some- 
times of  copper.  The  obverse  is  not  only  similar  to,  but 
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absolutely  from  the  same  die  as  Che  London  half-penny;  but, 
whereas  the  London  half-penny  weighs  from  210  to  240 
grains,  t lie  heaviest  of  the  Carolina  and  New  England  half- 
pennies do  not  exceed  100  grains.

Another  Colonial  piece  of  the  utmost  rarity  is  that 
known  as  the  CAROLINA  half-penny,  having  the  device  of 
an  elephant;  with  a legend  across  1 he  reverse  of  the  coin  of 
“God  Preserve  Carolina  & The  Lords  Proprietors,” 
the  date  1694  being  below  it.  The  history  of  this  piece  is 
unknown.  The  device  of  the  elephant  is  found  on  a token 
known  as  the  London  half-penny,  and  issued  in  London  du- 
ring tile  reign  of  Charles  the  Second,  bearing  on  its  reverse 
the  civic  arms.  Such  a device  would  very  naturally  be  adop- 
ted by  some  of  the  East  or  West  Indian  trading  companies 
of  that  date,  and  thus  become  a symbol  of  foreign  trade. 
Another  specimen  of  this  elephant  half-penny,  bearing  the 
same  date  1694,  has  for  legend  the  words,  “God  Preserve 
New  England.”  The  device  of  an  elephant  appears,  we  may 
observe,  on  the  coins  issued  till  lately  by  the  British  Gov- 
ernment for  use  in  Ceylon.

A token  much  prised  by  collectors  is  known  as  the  Car- 
olina Elephant.  The  obverse  is  from  a rather  common  En- 
glish token  known  now  as  the  London  Elephant.

“Mint  Marks,”  by  its  author,  Mr.  Heaton, 

Henry  Kingman,  who  lived  for  several  years  in  Tientsin 
China,  visited  the  government  building  of  the  Chicago  ex- 
position the  other  day  and  examined  the  collection  of  an- 
cient Chinese  coins  belonging  to  the  mint.  During  his  resi- 
deuce  in  China  he  made  a study  of  the  ancient  coins  of  that 
country  and  secured  some  fine  old  specimens  which  he  pre- 
sented to  Col.  McClure  who  is  in  charge  of  that  exhibit. 
There  are  ten  pieces  in  the  lot,  five  razor-shaped,  one  horse- 
shoe-shaped and  four  known  as  “pantaloon”-shaped  coins. 
They  all  antedate  the  Christian  era  from  250  to  1,000  years. 
The  oldest  is  a piece  of  hand-beaten  copper,  razor-shaped, 
from  the  dynasty  of  the  Emperor  Kan,  who  reigned  about 
1,000  years  before  the  time  of  Christ.  With  the  exception  of 
one  coin,  “pantaloon”  shaped,  which  is  2,300  years  older 
than  the  Christian  era,  these  coins  are  more  valuable  from 
a historic  standpoint  than  any  in  the  Coinese  collection.

HELL  FISH  have  for  ages  contributed  enormously  to 
the  wealth  of  the  world.  Not  merely  have  they  given 
up  to  man  pearls  of  price,  as  well  as  the  material  of 
their  own  dwellings  for  ornamental  purposes,  but  they  have 
supplied  him  for  centuries  with  all  the  money  he  needed  to 
spend.  Before  gold,  silver,  and  copper  came  into  use  as  a me- 
dium of  exchange,  shell  money  was  used  for  the  same  purpo- 
ses all  over  the  world. 

To  this  day  it  is  employed  as  cash  to  an  enormous  ex- 
tent in  Southern  Asia,  the  islands  of  tlu-  Indian  and  South 
Pacific  Oceans,  and  in  many  portions  of  Africa. 

In  t hese  regions  the  “cowry  shell”  is  the  one  chiefly 
employed,  for  the  reason  that  it  is  of  convenient  size,  and 
the  natuial  supply  of  it  s limited,  so  that  a cowry  shell 
may  be  considered  to  represent  a definite  amount  of  labor  in 
the  process  of  finding,  and  there  is  no  mateiial  < banco  of  a 
sudden  inflation  of  the  currency  by  the  discovery  of  a great 
deposit  of  cowries.  < )ne  hundred  cowries  are  worth  two  cents 
and  strings  of  them  are  receivable,  where  they -are  current, 
for  merchandise,  labor  or  anything  purchasable. 

One  can  build  a house,  for  instance,  worth  $2,000,  and 
pay  for  the  same  with  10,000,000,  cowries.  For  purposes  of 
trade  in  the  Indo-Pacifie  and  Africa,  vast  quantities  of  cow- 
ries arc  imported  to  England,  from  whence  they  are  carried 
by  merchants  for  use  in  barter. 

In  the  Soudan  there  is  no  other  currency  in  use.  The 
late  firm  of  Godeffroy  & Co.,  Hamburg,  was  accustomed  to 
send  each  year  14  vessels  to  Zanzibar  for  cargoes  of  palm 
oil,  and  other  produce  were  purchased  on  the  West  Coast  of 
Africa.  Cowries  were  formerly  largely  used  in  the  purchase 
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of  slaves.  The  main  sources  of  supply  of  this  species  of  shell 
are  the  Mildive  and  Laccadive  Islands  in  the  Arabian  Sea

WE  have  received  from  Mr.  Kingman  accurate  par- 
ticulars regarding  the  ancient  Chinese  coins  in  the 
Government  collection  at  the  World’s  Fair,  and  as 
notice  of  same  in  our  July  issue  contained  some  inaccuracies 
we  are  pleased  to  publish  his  statement.  Me  writes: — 

“None  of  the  pieces  date  before  1000  B C.,  the  oldest 
probably  not  ante-dating  500  B C.  The  specimen  referred 
as  2300  years  older  than  the  Christian  era,  is  one  which  is 
assigned  to  that  period  in  a Chinese  numismatic  work  pre- 
pared under  Imperial  direction.  Early  English  authorities 
followed  this  lead,  and  attribute  not  a few  varieties  of  the 
“pu”  coins  to  this  preposterously  early  epoch.  But  all  con- 
servative Chinese  authors  and  all  recent  French  and  English 
writers  on  the  subject  place  them  definitely  in  their  proper 
period,  i.  e.  the  period  of  the  LIEU  kuo  or  “several  kingdoms” 
which  does  not  date  back  of  the  sixth  or  seventh  century  be- 
fore Christ. 

'l’lie  four  types  added  to  the  collection  by  myself  were:- 
I Knife  cash  of  the  State  of  Chao,  bearing  on  the  reverse 
the  name  of  the  chief  trading  centre  of  the  kingdom,  the 
city  Ming,  and  a variety  of  inscriptions  on  the  reverse.  Both 
curved  and  angular  backs.  Those  coins  were  issued  from 
317-228  B.  0.,  the  latter  d ate  being  the  time  of  the  destruc- 
tion of  the  feudal  state  of  Chao  by  the  Imperial  house  of 
CH’in. 

II  Straight  backed  knife  cash  bearing  on  the  obverse  the 
characters  kan  tan,  the  capital  of  the  same  state  of  Chao 
in  403  B.  C.  These  coins  are  thinner  and  more  delicate  than 
the  preceding  and  are  exceedingly  rare. 

Ill  “Pu”  cash  (“pantaloon-shaped”)  of  several  different  cit- 
ies. “An  Yang,”  a city  in  the  State  of  ohu,  destroyed  412 
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15  (’.  “Pm  Yang”,  (ho  capital  of  the  State  of  han,  419-375 
B.  0.,  and  several  others  of  various  different  dates. 

I\  A specimen  of  the  ch’iao  pi  or  “bridge  money,”  allu- 
ded to  as  hell-shaped.  According  to  Lacouperie,  the  chief 
modern  authority,  these  are  not  coins  hut  were  used  for  con- 
venience as  a medium  of  exchange  in  the  days  of  barter. 

They  were  originally  the  pendants  of  musical  instru- 
ments, and  have  a Chinese  name  suggestive  of  this  which 
Lacouperie  translates  as  “tingle-dangle”  money.  They  are 
figured  in  Chinese  numismatic  works,  and  included  in  all 
Chinese  collect  ions. 

The  one  other  genuine  rare  piece  in  this  department  of 
the  mint  collection  is  the  weight  money  of  An  1,  in  the  state 
of  Wei,  issued  between  561-361  B.  C.

'Pile  ship  seems  to  be  surrounded  bv  a 
b -r.l  of  porpoises,  but  probably  this  is  meant  for  waves.

Later  a paper  was 
found  under  the  table  of  a Cottage  Grove  restaurant  and 
handed  to  the  President,  and  its  author  will  be  surprised  to 
see  his  “paper”  published  the  first  of  the  series. 

“Cows;  Their  Origin  and  Aid  in  Historical  Research,” 
is  the  way  a local  daily  announced  brother  Hooper’s  able  pa- 
per. Will  he  arise  and  explain? 
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Mr.  Herbert  Andrews,  Box  123  Halifax  Nova  Scotia,  is 
the  latest  applicant.  He  is  vouched  for  by  Messrs  Heath  and 
Luck,  and  the  application  will  take  the  usual  course. 

Detroit  is  an  ideal  convention  city.  The  Association 
made  no  mistake  in  selecting' it  as  the  plage  of  our  next  ses- 
sion. We  have  more  to  say  later.

We  receive  regularly  the  Numismatist,  Numismatology 
Numismatic  Magazine  and  American  Journal  of  Numis- 
matics which  are  sent  on  circuit  to  such  members  as  request 
them.  Up  to  date  only  six  of  the  members  have  availed  them- 
selves of  the  privilege.  It  is  hoped  that  in  the  future  more 
will  do  so.  Tnelist  of  periodicals  should  be  enlarged  to  in- 
clude Spink’s  Circular  the  Numismatic  Chronicle  and  one 
or  more  of  the  leading  Continental  publications.  I recom- 
mend that  the  matter  be  left  to  the  librarian  the  total  limit 
of  expense  being  fixed  by  the  convention. 
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For  the  proper  preservation  of  the  library  property  an 
appropriation  should  be  made  for  pamphlet  cases  or  for  bind- 
ing. At  present  we  have  only  three  bound  bonks  in  the  libra- 
ry and  the  rest  are  tied  up  in  bundles  awaiting  cases. 

Outside  duties  have  prevented  my  making  a catalogue 
of  the  contents  of  the  library  but  1 expect  to  be  able  to  attend 
to  that  duty  soon. 

The  total  expenses  incurred  by  me  have  been  for  e.x- 
pressage  on  parcels  received  amounting  to  $1,30.  Labels  and 
acknowledgement  cards  have  been  prepared  by  me  but  I will 
consider  them  a donation. 

One  thing  in  closing.  Will  the  members  kindly  look  o- 
ver  their  duplicate  literature  and  send  the  library  a donation 
by  mail  or  express.  The  library  should  contain  tiles  of  all 
the  leading  papers  of  our  own  country  at  least  and  priced 
catalogues  of  the  sales.  When  the  list  of  the  catalogues  in 
the  library  is  published  I trust  I shall  < receive  otters  from 
members  to  price  those  then  unpriced.  A file  of  such  will  be- 
come a very  valuable  feature  of  the  association  if  properly 
kept  up.

Fate  of  the  Unsold  Souvenir  Half-dollars. 

l'he  decision  of  the  world’s  fair  managers  as  communi- 
cated to  Secretary  Carlisle,  is  that  t he  souvenir  half-dollars 
issued  to  them  are  to  be  recoined  into  half-dollars  of  t he  ordi- 
nary kind.  The  magagers  do  not  care  to  put  them  in  circu- 
lation at  t heir  nominal  value,  because  they  think  it  would  be 
unfair  to  the  thousands  of  people  who  have  paid  $1;  apiece 
for  the  coins.  There  are  still  undisposed  of,labout  $1,500,000 
of  the  coins,  or  about  8,000,000  pieces.  The  larger  part,  a- 
mounting  to  1,400,000  pieces,  are  in  the  treasury  at  Wash-

ington;  9(50, 000  pieces  an*  in  Chicago,  ami  141,700  are  in 
Philadelphia.  It  will  not  be  necessary  to  complete  the  reen'm- 
age  before  turning  the  coins  of  the  standard  style  over  to  the 
world’s  fair  managers,  as  a considerable  quantity  of  the  stan- 
dard half-dollars  are  in  the  treasury  available  for  redemption 
purposes.  It  is  held  at  the  treasury  also,  that  it  will  not  re- 
quire any  legislation  to  secure  the  recoinage,  as  the  souvenir 
coins  can  be  treated  like  ordinary  bullion,  or  like  standard 
half-dollars  offered  for  redemption  in  new  pieces.  The  net 
result  of  the  appropriation  of  $2,500,000  in  souvenir  half-dol- 
lars will  be  about  $3,500,000  for  the  benefit  of  the  fair;  a- 
bout  2,000,000  of  the  coins  having  been  sold  for  $1  each  and 
the  remaining  3,000,000  being  returned  to  the  treasury  at 
their  nominal  face  value.  A few  of  t he  coins  will  probably  be 
withheld  from  redemption  for  the  prisent  in  the  hope  that 
their  coming  scarcity  will  produce  a demand  for  them.

Tii ere  are  119,900,000  old  copper  cents  sonu  w in  re.  No- 
body knows  what  has  become  of  them,  except  that  once  in 
a while  a single  specimen  turns  up  in  change.  A few  years 
ago  4,500,000  bronze  two-con t pieces  were  in  circulation.  To 
day  3, 00!), 000  of  them  are  still  out  but  how  rarely  bo  we  s<  e 
them.  The  same  with  the  outstanding  3,000.000  throe-cent 
nickels.  Of  800,000  half  cents,  not  one  has  been  ret  urned  to 
the  government  for  recoinage  or  is  In  Id  by  the  treasury.

'Wear  an£>  £ear  in  Ctrcufafton.  * 

Congress  appropriates  annually  from  one  hundred  to 
one  Imn  ired  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  for  recoining  the  un- 
current silver  coins  now  in  possession  of  the  treasury.  These 
are  mostly  half-dollars  and  are  not  circulated  because  there 
is  ;u>  demand  for  them.  Not  long  ago  the  stock  of  them  a- 
mo  inted  to  $26, 000, 000,  but  now  it  is  only  about  halt  that. 
The  money  set  aside  for  recoining  is  not  intended  to  pav  for 
the  cost  of  the  minting,  but  is  required  to  reimburse  the 
treasury  of  the  United  St  ates  on  account  of  the  loss  in  weight 
which  the  silver  pieces  suffer  by  abrasion.  This  loss  amounts 
to  on  every  $1,000.  and  it  has  to  be  made'good  in  order 
to  set  the  treasurer’s  account  straight.

A Penny  is  the  most  ancient,  of  British  coins.  The 
word  was  originally  used  for  money  in  general.  It  is  first, 
mentioned  in  the  laws  of  Ina,  King  of  the  West  Saxons,  about 
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1 1 1 (_*  close  of  the  seventh  century,  ami  was  of  silver  deeply  in- 
dented with  a cross  so  as  to  be  easily  broken  in  two  or  four 
parts  1 1 is  the  radical  denomination  from  which  English 
com  is  numbered,  weighing" twenty- two  and  one-half  grains 
troy,  being  the  two-hundred  gud  fortieth  part  of  a pound. 
It  is  stated  elsewhere  that  Ethel bcrt,  king  of  Kent,  coined 
pennies  between  5(30  and  (>18  A.  D.  Edward  I coined  gold 
pennies.  In  1707  copper  pennies  were  first  struck  by  the 
British  government  and  bronze  pennies  came  into  use  in  1 860. 
The  United  States  began  the  coinage  of  cents  and  half-cents 
just  one  hundred  years  ago  (1700),  the  nickel  cents  in  1856 
and  the  bronze  in  1865.  The  word  penny  is  derived  from  the 
.old  German  word  pfant,  a pledge.  It  was  the  only  coin  cur- 
rent among  the  Anglo-Saxons.  After  Edward  111  the  coin 
decreased  in  value.  To  t he  lowest  coin  Robert  Morris  gave 
the  name  of  “cent”  because  it  waS  the  hundredth  part  of  a 
dollar.

The  stat ionmaster  at  Penicuiok  has  found  in  an  auto- 
matic machinea  curious  collection  of  things  intended  as  sub- 
stitutes for  pennies.  Among  these  were  pieces  of  glass,  bone 
shields  from  nursing  bottles,  tin  tops  used  t-o  cover  the  ends 
of  corks;  stone  checks,  brass  tokens,  lead  medals;  old  coins 
of  all  nations,  some  of  rare  vahu-such  as  a shilling  of  Edw  - 
ard IV,  tine;  a farthing  of  George  1,  coins  of  Charles  IV  of 
Sweden,  a franc  of  Louis  XIV,  a Japanese  coin,  etc.,  etc. ; 
bat,  the  greatest,  number  of  articles  dropped  into  theslotwere 
iron  washers  or  rings,  round  pieces  of  hammered  lead  and  tin, 
clipped  to  the  size  of  the  opening.  Some  of  the  articles  must 
have  cost  a good  deal  of  labor  ere  they  were  transformed  in- 
to the  required  shape,  and  in  many  eases  the  articles  dropped 
into  the  > ' o l must  have  failed  to  work  t!  e machine.  Buttons 
of  all  colors,  kinds  and  sizes  were  found,  troni  the  small 
bone  collar  button  to  the  big,  broad  Ulster  coat  shape.

Different  locations  of  the  mint  mark  have  been  found  in 
pi  ‘ces  of  1 irge  coinage  of  all  silver  denominations  and  on  the 
Half-Dollar  series  especially,  in  such  numbers  that  we  have 
undertaken,  for  the  benefit  of  investigating  collectors,  great- 
ly extended  lists  with  these  varieties  carefully  described  and 
classified  and  with  the  mint  marks  themselves  similarly  treat- 
ed 

Tin:  Treatise,  however,  fortunately  needs  hardly  any- 
thing beyond  the  additions  above  detailed  to  satisfy  the 
great  majority  of  collectors  who  are  indifferent  to  slight  va- 
riations in  i iie  mint  mark’s  location.
